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MU Concert Choir Performs at National Conference 


The Mansfield University Concert Choir performed at the 
third conference of the National Collegiate Choral Organization 
(NCCO) on November 7 at Yale University in New Haven, 
Connecticut. The group was among 10 choirs from across the 
country chosen to perform. 

Other invited choirs included: California State University 
Long Beach Chamber Choir, Centenary College Camerata 
(Louisiana), Colorado State University Chamber Choir, Harvard- 
Radcliffe Collegium Musicum, Smith College Glee Club, Vassar 
College Women’s Choir, University of Maryland Chamber 
Singers, University of Missouri University Singers, and Utah State 
University Chamber Singers. 

Choirs were selected anonymously from a taped audition 
consisting of four selections performed between 2006 and 2008. 

Peggy Dettwiler, director of Choral Activities, also had to 
submit a concert program of music for consideration. 

The Concert Choir’s program, entitled a “Kaleidoscope of 
Colors/’ included works by Bach, Bruckner, Whitacre, Hopkins, 
Clements, and Hogan. 

The program, which Dettwiler said was designed to display 
the versatility of the vocal instrument and featured works 


spanning more than three hundred years in a variety of tempi 
and harmonic content as well as with a vast array of choral 
colors, drew rave reviews. 

“While the interpretation and precision were wonderful 
I was most impressed by the sound quality of the singers,” 
Gregory Ruffner, music director and founder of the Orlando 
(FL) Chorale and Orlando Chamber Singers, said. “I enjoy 
choirs who sing with full, natural voices in all dynamic ranges 
as your choir did.” 

“I particularly enjoyed the Hopkins, and applaud you for 
being the only group to go out on the extended-vocal-technique 
limb,” Magen Solomon, assistant professor of Choral Music at 
the University of Southern California, said. “And now you have 
inspired me to do the same.” 

David Griggs-Janower, Artistic Director, Albany Pro Musica, 
posted on his blog: “Another group I really enjoyed and 
admired was ... Mansfield (PA) State. I’ve heard them many 
times over the years and enjoyed them every time. Mansfield 
sang a song by Eric Whitacre titled ‘hope, faith, life, love,’ 
which is essentially a series of powerful words, each expressed 
differently musically. This is dangerous for a composer! Did 
‘joy’ sound ‘joyful’ and ‘dream’ sound ‘dreamy?’

Mansfield University alumnus Thomas Jones, baritone, and Charles 
Masters, piano, performed a benefit recital in Steadman Theater at 
Mansfield University on September 27, 2009- This recital was sponsored 
by the Beta Omicron Chapter of Phi Mu Alpha as a fund raising event to 
establish a music scholarship on behalf of Jack M. Wilcox, former voice 
faculty member and director of The Mansfieldians and many musicals at 
MU from 1956-1988. 

The musicians performed a beautiful selection of baritone literature 
often performed by Mr. Wilcox, including arias by Handel, Mozart, and 
Rossini, and selections from Robert Schumann’s Dichterliebe. They were 
also joined by the brothers of the Beta Omicron Chapter of Phi Mu 
Alpha and the Sisters of the Delta Phi chapter of Sigma Alpha Iota for 
a rendition of “Votre toast, je peux vois le render” from Bizet’s opera 
Carmen, and Dr. Alissa Rose joined in on selections from Oklahoma!

Wilcox displaying pictures from his childhood through his professional 
life and the concert concluded with a video performance of Mr. Wilcox 
singing Pickers are Cornin’ from the 1987 MU Summer Theatre Production 
of Shenandoah.

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The Mansfield University Brass Band (MUBB) 

completed its fourth semester of performance and service to the 
university as the Fall Commencement ensemble at the December 
19th ceremony in Decker Gymnasium. The band began in the fall of 
2008 as an opportunity for brass and percussion students to expand 
their knowledge and performance skills through a unique performance 
medium. Established as a traditional 29-piece British brass band, 
students play on authentic brass band instruments - Eb & Bb cornets 
(10), flugelhorn (1), Eb tenor horns (3), baritones (2), euphoniums 
(2), trombones (3), Eb & Bb tubas (4), and percussion (4). Many 
of these unique instruments (Eb cornet, tenor horns, Eb tubas, 
baritones) were made available to the ensemble through the generosity 
of the MU Provost’s office and the MU band department. Everyone 
in the ensemble also reads transposed treble clef parts (standard 


Sunday, November 1, 2009, Steadman Theatre was once again 
transformed to host both audience and performers on stage for the 
13th Annual Octoboefest! The chamber music recital featuring the 
double reed students from the studio of Dr. Susan Laib, includes 
various instrumental combinations from solos to duets, trios, quartets, 
and everybody in one large double reed ensemble. For the fourth 
year there was a guest double reed ensemble of 15 area junior high 
and high school students who spent the afternoon in a workshop 
of double reed ensemble playing, culminating in their participation 
in the evening performance. The program opened with the annual 
rendition of Two Renaissance Dances by Tielman Susato performed 
by the combined junior/senior high school and college double reed 
ensemble. This was followed by works by Johann Pezel and WA. 
Mozart, performed by the guest ensemble alone. Of special significance 
this year is that both ensembles premiered works written for them by 
composer and 2004 MU alum, Jeffrey Tylutki. The Broken Baroque 
Renaissance Resistance was a challenging, tongue-in-cheek, 6-part 
work pulled off well by the 7th-12th graders, who hailed from as far 
away as Collegeville, PA, and Skaneateles, NY. The second Tylutki work 
was premiered by the MU Double Reed Ensemble, entitled Excused 
Transgressions , and was well-liked by performers and audience alike. 
Other notable moments were sophomore Ben Bradley’s contrabassoon 
rendition of Saint-Saen’s The Swan , freshman Anthony Fortuna’s 
large ensemble arrangement of themes from Mario, and solos by 
graduating seniors Kristi Raster, oboe, and Max Grube and Kayla 
Furman, bassoons. The program concluded with a rousing rendition 
of Sousa’s The Stars and Stripes Forever. Look for 14th Annual 
Octoboefest! to be approximately the same weekend in October, 2010.

practice for traditional brass bands) - certainly a new concept for many 
trombone and tuba students! Repertoire for this ensemble has included 
standard British marches, suites, and overtures, American marches and 
overtures, jazz standards, and works from the Salvation Army Brass 
Band’s American Brass Journal. Rehearsing only 50 minutes each week, 
the band manages to put together a 90-minute performance of full- 
band pieces, small ensemble works, and solo selections each semester. 
The MUBB has performed stand-alone concerts, joint concerts with the 
MU Symphonic Band, and in conjunction with the music department’s 
annual PRISM concert. The spring 2010 concert will be presented on 
Monday, April 19, 8 p.m. in Steadman Theater. Future plans for the 
ensemble include off-campus performances in nearby communities, 
recording projects, and the possibility of participation at the North 
American Brass Band Association Contest. 


In other double reed news, the bassoon master class with 
Cleveland Orchestra bassoonist Barrick Stees that was supposed to 
take place last January was postponed until April due to a snowstorm 
that prevented Mr. Stees from leaving Cleveland. The day-long master 
class that finally took place on a considerably warmer date was well 
attended and MU bassoonists Ben Bradley, Kayla Furman, Max 
Grube, and Juli Schenck all had the opportunity to perform and 
receive valuable feedback from Mr. Stees. It should also be noted 
that since then, Juli Schenck has graduated and is now pursuing her 
master’s in bassoon at the Eastman School of Music. 

Other double reed alumni news is that 2004 bassoonist Nicole 
Gilner Miller has left her music teaching job in Orange County, 
VA, and is now a vice principal in a nearby VA county. Oboist Vicki 
Eastman, now working at the Washington Cathedral and free-lancing 
in the DC area, became Victoria Chamberlain on October 10, 2009, 
at a ceremony in Cleveland, OH. Dr. Laib helped out by providing the 
oboe obbligatos on the Bach prelude music.

Kenneth Sarch, Professor of 
Violin and Viola, Conductor of 
the String Chamber Orchestra, 
was invited by the Panama 
National Concert Association to 
conduct two youth orchestras at 
the 25th anniversary celebration 
of the National Youth Orchestra 
camp and Concert Festival. 

The two week music camp 
culminated in a series of 
four concerts. The orchestra 
performed in the Panamanian cities of Colon, El Valle, Ciudad 
del Saber and Panama City. In addition, Dr. Sarch performed a 
violin recital with his wife, Yvonne; conducted a series of Master 
Classes, coached chamber music and presented a conducting 
seminar. 

Sarch’s 14-year-old daughter, Serena, performed in the youth 
orchestra as an American guest participant. Serena, who studies 
with her dad, plays the violin. 

In a previous trip to Panama, Dr. Sarch discovered that 
65% of the Panama National Symphony, its premiere professional 
concert orchestra, were former members of the youth orchestra 
that Sarch had conducted. 

This trip marks the sixth time he has been invited to 
conduct the Panama National Youth Orchestra. “I am very 


excited to be going to Panama to 
conduct, teach and perform again, 
and I am truly honored to receive 
this invitation to participate in the 
25th anniversary celebration. The 
Panamanian people are marvelous, 
like a second family. In addition, 
the Panamanian people play music 
the way Mariano Rivera pitches 
- with all their heart and soul! 
These concerts should be a highly 
emotional experience.” 

Upon returning from Panama, Sarch will gear up to guest 
conduct the 2010 PMEA Western Regional Orchestra Festival 
to be held this year at DuBois Area High School February 
24 - 26. The program that Sarch has chosen for this year’s 
Regional Orchestra Festival in Du Bois begins with a work by 
American composer Claude T. Smith, Fanfare and Celebration , 
followed by the Tchaikovsky Romeo and Juliet Overture, John 
Williams Star Wars Medley , and the Bizet Carmen Suite. The 
orchestra will also perform Dr. Sarch’s new composition Music 
for Chaplin’s u The Rink " - an accompaniment to Chaplin’s silent 
film featuring Charlie on roller skates. The three day festival will 
culminate with a gala concert on Friday evening.
